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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Stratham, New Hampshire: 


I herewith submit my annual report as Superintendent of the 
Stratham schools, the eighth in the series. 


It is intended that the tables with this report, being arranged 
as they are in statistical order, shall convey a good deal of in- 
formation about the last school year, ending on June 30, 1926; 
but a word of explanation will not be out of order. ‘Table I tells 
us that since 1918 the total number of pupils enrolled has been 
dropping, that in spite of the total number of pupils enrolled the 
average membership has not changed very much, that the num- 
ber of cases of tardiness has been greatly reduced, that the per- 
cent. of attendance has risen to a respectable and constant level 
and that teachers’ salaries have nearly doubled. It indicates 
also that there was very little change in these matters during the 
last: year over the preceding year. For the first time in several 
years the average membership in each of the four schools, as shown ~ 
on Table II, was last year nearly the same. Table III contains 
pleasing information for it shows a commendable spirit on the part 
of both pupils and parents in the matter of constant and prompt 
attendance. Table V is arranged this year for the first time to 
contain results of health inspection during recent years. ‘Table 
VI indicates that the policy adopted this year of making up lost 
days and the elimination of holidays, was not adopted too soon. 
Last year almost three weeks of school were lost. Our record 
for the current year is better, though it can still be improved. 


We still continue to allow several pupils in the seventh and 
eighth grades in our schools though with a distinct understanding 
that the courses they study, covering as they do the work found 
in the traditional seventh and eighth grades, cannot be the equiva- 
lent of the seventh and eighth grade courses in Junior High Schools. 


These pupils remain in these two grades in our schools largely on 
account of transportation conditions. The whole question con- 
cerned with these two grades, permission to attend or assign- 
ment to Junior High Schools, transportation, and the like should 
receive the fairest and most detailed consideration of the dis- 
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trict. Three considerations readily suggest themselves, doubt- 
less there are others: First, the building of a central school to 
include a Junior High School and possibly the first year of high 
school; second, the building of a small addition to one of our present 
buildings so that grades seven and eight could be organized there 
as a Junior High School; third, the transportation of all seventh 
and eighth grade pupils at the district’s expense and in comfort- 
able barges to an outside Junior High School. 


The various tests of last year especially the Stanford Achieve- 
ment Test, so called, given at the end of the year, indicated good 
progress in school work, willingness and faithfulness on the part 
of teachers to teach and govern their schools, and eagerness on 
the part of pupils as a whole to attend school. The same group 
of teachers remain with us this year and they continue to merit 
our confidence. Our special attention is directed this year to a 
new course in spelling and the adoption of a new method of teach- 
ing and testing in that subject, a course adopted by all the dis- 
tricts of the Union. The mid-year test in spelling just made 
shows all these districts to be above the standard of the schools 
of the country at large. 


The physical plant is in fair condition though each year brings 
its quota of needed repairs. I suggest that the Ridge School be 
painted during the coming summer. Our regulation is that pu- 
pils shall not be allowed in the highway after they. reach school 
except in case of necessity. J think the regulation is pretty well 
enforced but those immediately concerned with the welfare of the 
pupils would feel that their charges were more safely cared: for 
if the warning signs in the highways, at least those on the Ports- 
mouth Road, were more permanent and more conspicuous.  Suit- 
able metal signs would cost from $12.00 to $15.00 a piece. 


I speak for the teachers as well as myself as I thank all con- 
cerned with the schools for their hearty interest and generous 
support.
